THE BAN SOVEREIGNS WITH 
THEIB STOEOTJNDIN&S 
UNEARTHED IN 
EGY 

Extraordinary Archtoolosical Di3C0v- 
orlos. 

(From the London Times. | 

.Long before the mitiuts have had 
time to peruse, ponder over, or profit 
by the wonders unearthed at Sakkara 
they are now suddenly overwhelmed 
with a fresh supply of material in the 
form of the largest papyri yet known, 
and by the apparition of the mummies, 
with all their mortuary appendages 
and inscriptions, of no less than thirty 
royal personages. This discovery, 
which has just been made, calls for 
special interest in England, for among 
the thirty royal mummies are to be 
found those of King Thotmes III. and 
of King Kameses II. It was the for- 
mer who ordered the construction of 
the obelisk which now stands upon the 
Thames Embankment, and it was the 
latter who, '270 years afterwards caus- 
ed his own ofheial titles and honours 
to bo inscribed upon its faco beside 
those of Thotmes 1 1 1. These two mon- 
arelis now lie side by side in the Bon- 
lak Museum, and even the flowers and 
garlands which were placed in their 
coffins may to-day be seen encirling the 
masks which cover the faces of the de- 
ceased just as they were left by the 
mourners over 3,000 years ago. 

Lust June Daoud Pasha, Governor 
of the province of Keneh, which in - 
cludes tho ancient Theban district, no- 
ticed that the Bodaween offered for 
sale an unusual quantity of antiquities 
at absurdly low prices. Tho Pasha 
soon discovered that the source of their 
hidden treasure was situated in a gorge 
of the mountain range which separates 
Deir el-Behari from the Bab-el-Malook. 
This gorge is situated about four miles 
from the Nile to the east of Thebes. 
Daoud Pasha at once telegraphed to 
the Khedive, who for with despatched 
to the spot llerr Emi! Brugsoh,a youn- 
ger brother of Dr. Henry Brugsch 
Pasha, who, during Monsieur ^Iuspe- 
ro'a absence in Paris, is in charge of 
all archaeological excavations in Egypt. 
Herr Brugsch discovered in the cliffs of 
the hybian mountains, near the Tom 
pie of Deir-el-Bahari, of the "Northern 
Convent," a pit, about 35 ft. deep, cut 
in the solid rock; a secret opening from 
this pit led to a gallery nearly 200 ft. 
long, also hewn out of the solid rock. 
This gallery was filled with relics of 
the Theban dynasties. Every indict 
tion leads to tho coviction that these 
sacred relics had been removed from 
their appropriate places in the various 
tombs and temples, and concealed in 
this subterranean gallery by the Egyp- 
tion priests to preserve them from be- 
ing destroyed by some foreign invader. 
In all probability they were thus con 
coaled at the time of the invasion of 
Egypt by Cambyses. 

Herr Brugsch at once telegraphed 
for a steamer, which on Friday last 
safely deposited her precious cargo at 
tho lioulak Museum. 

The full value of this discovery, of 
course, cannot as yet be determined. 
The papyri have not been unrolled, 
nor have the mummies been unwrapp- 
ed. The following Theban sovereigns 
are the most important of those whose 
mummies Herr Brugsch has identifi- 
ed 

Aahnies I. (Amosis), 1st King of 
18th Dynasty, reigned B. C. 1700 
(about). 

Amenhotep I. (Anienophis), 2nd 
King of 18th Dynasty, reigned B.C. 
1 fJ6G (about). 

Thotmes]., 3rd King of 18tli Dy 
nasty, reigned B.C. 1633 (about). 

Thotmes II., 1th King of ISth Dy- 
nasty, reigned B.C. 1G00 (about). 

Thotmes III. (tho Great), 5th King 
of 18th Dynasty, reigned B.C. 1G00 
(about). 

Barneses!., 1st King of 19th Dy- 
nasty, reigned B.C. 13GG (about). 

Seti L, 2nd King of 19th Dynasty, 
reigned B.C. 1400 (about). 

Raineses II. (tho great), 3rd King 
of 19th Dynasty, reigned B.C. 1333 
(about). 

Pinotetn, 3rd King of 21st Dynasty, 
reigned B. C. 1033 (about). 

Baskheiien (Dynasty and date of 
reign unknown). 

Queen Ra-uiaka (Hatasou /). 

Queen Ashmes Nofert Ari. 

Conspicuous by its massive gold 
ornamentation, in which cartouche:) are 
set in precious stones, is the cofl'n con- 
taining the mummy of Jilaut Nedjoin, 
a daughter of King Kameses II. 

Each of the mummies is accompanied 
by an alabaster canopic urn, contain- 
ing the heart and entrails of the 
deceased. 

Four papyri wort! found in the gal 



lery at Deir-el-Bahari, each in a per 
ject state of preservation. The largest 
of these papyri-that found in the coffin 
of Queen Ka-ma-ka — is the most 
beautifully illustrated with eoloure 
illuminations. It is about 1 Gin. wide, 
and when unrolled will probably 
measure from 100 to 140 feet in length. 
The other papyri are somewhat nar 
rower, but are more closely written 
upon. These papyri will probably 
prove to be tho most valuable portion 
of the discovery, for in the present 
state of Egyptolgy a papyus may be of 
more importance than an entire temple, 
and as the late Mariette Pasha used to 
say, " ii is certain that if everyone of 
those discoveries that bring about a 
revolution in science should bo made 
in Egyptology, the world will be indebt- 
ed for it to a papyrus." 

No less than 3, GOO mortuary statues 
have been found which bear royal 
cartouches and inscriptions. Nearly 
2,000 other objects have been discover- 
ed. One of the most remarkable relics 
is an enormous leather tent, which 
bears the cartouche of King Pinotem, 
of the 2 1st dynasty. This tent is in 
a truly wonderful state of preserva- 
tion, The workmanship is beautiful. 
It is covered with hieroglyphs most 
carefully embroidered in red, green, and 
yellow leather. The colours are quite 
ftesh and bright. In each of the 
corners is represented the royal vulture 
and stars. 

Fifteen enormous wigs for ceremon- 
ial occasion form a stiking feature of 
the Deirel-Bahari collection. These 
•wigs are nearly 2ft. high, and are com- 
posed of frizzled and curled hair. There 
are many marked points of resemblance 
between the legal institutions of ancient 
Egypt and of England. For instance, 
pleadings must be "traversed," "con- 
fessed and avoided," or demurred to. 
Marriage settlements and the doctrines 
of uses and trusts prevailed in ancient 
Egypt, but the wearing of those wigs 
was not extended to the members of 
tho legal profession, but was reserved 
exclusively for tho princesses of the 
blood and ladies of very high rank. 

It is curious to recall the fact that 
when Belzoni, in 1 8 1 7, discovered Bab 
el-Malook tho tomb of Seti 1. — a tomb 
which has since been popularly called 
" Belzoni's tomb" — a tine sarcophogus 
in alabaster stood in the furthest 
chamber. This sarcophagus was sub 
sequently brought to England, and it is 
now in Sir John Sloanes Museum. Herr 
Brugsch has now brought to light the 
original occupant of this sarcophagus, 
who may now be seen at tho lioulak I 
Museum, near his son Barneses TT.

Under the guise of an ''Oriental 
Story*'' we have in the book with the 
above title a pretended biography of 
the Saviour. The author remains an 
onymous. But it cannot be denied that 
he has brought great labor and no lit- 
tle talent to his aid. The plan followed 
was to visit the Holy Land, lieeome 
conversant with the scenery of the 
events, which ho narrates, and com- 
bine with this knowledge all that could 
be gained from profano history that 
would illustrate the subject in hand. 
The effort was to humanize the history 
of our Saviour, and treat Him like any 
other person in history. It would, 
perhaps, have been better if the author 
had dropped all disguises and used the 
proper names. Nothing apparently is 
gained by using Rabbi Jeshua for Jes- 
us. So far as the facts of His lite art' 
concerned there was nothing to draw 
from but the gospels. The author 
prefers that of St. Mark. Luke is the 
frequent subject of his attack. He 
calls hitu the Rabbi Saul, for it is sup- 
posed tliat he wrote in the interest of 
Paul. John the Baptist is brought on 
the scene as the Habbi Hanan. He 
savs that Jesus was thrown off hv His 
family. But there is no proof that 
such is the fact. < >n the oilier hau l 
the proof is all the other way. He 
holds that John the Haptist anil Jesus 
both belonged to the Galilean sect of 
the Hasaya. The description which 
he furnishes of these people makes 
them appear as the prototypes of our 
Quakers. They had little or no regard 
for the ceremonial religion of the Jewa- 
They cultivated resignation, or Orien- 
tal fatalism, at the same time with 
their fields. They were well versed in 
medicine, and to this acquirement the 
author refers the miracles which the 
Saviour accomplished. The general 
view presented is that the Saviour was 
a religious enthusiast, who believed 
that He was in fact tho Messiah. But 
most nations have their Messiah. The 
Seventh avatar of Buddha is devoutly 
awaited in India. Holger Danske is 
sitting in his cave in Kronenberg, his 
beard grown through the table till the 
time when ho is to return and deliver 
Denmark. Barbarossa, in a like situa- 
tion, near Salzburg, clad in armor, is, 
or \vas,cxpected to do the same at some 
time in the future for Germany. Islam 
still awaits the Ninth Imam. But one 
fact he brings out with reference to the 
Saviour, which we do not remember to 
have seen elsewhere. When He was 
asked before the Sanhedrim if he indeed 
were the Messiah, he answered simply, 
" I am." The high priest rent his gar- 
ment, and said that the blasphemy had 
been committed to which the law- 
awarded death. But that blasphemy 
consisted in mentioning the name of 
Jehovah, which is also '•lam," and 
hence the author draws the conclusion 
that it was by a play on words that the 
death of the Saviour was compassed. 
Some authority is likewise presented to 
show that Hillel, who was high priest 
before the advent of Christ, was the 
author of tho grand generalization that 
the law consisted in " doing unto every 
man as you would he should do unto 
you." He says that a scoffer 
appeared bofore the Shammai — a sect 
of the Pharisees — and asked Hillel if 
ho could teach him the law while he 
was standing on one leg. Hillel repli- 
ed that he could, and then s.iid, "do 
unto every man as you would he should 
do unto you — this is the whole law and 
all else is comment thereon." But re- 
cent oxploration has stripped Hillel of 
his laurels if he ever had any right to 
them. The sentence is found in Con- 
fucius, only in the negative form — ''do 
not unto any man, what you would not 
that he should do unto you." There 
is some very effective writing in the 
book. In some respects it is superior 
to Kenan's. But none of (be views 
presented can be said to be original.

A 
canister of gunpowder was thrown 
over the wall, but the lighted fuse 
dropped out.

Macauly that there should he devotion 
al exercises to show the sympathy of 
theconfereneefor t he people of America, 
who today were offering up prayers 
for the restoration to health of Presid- 
ent Garfield, Win.

Brody on the way to America. Five 
hundred and fifty four Jewish work 
people at the Kief tobacco factory were 
ordered to quit the town within a fort 
night.

Silt, — We, the residents of Kamloops 
and vicinity in public meeting convened, 
desire to give expression to the gratifica- 
tion we experience at your visit to this 
portion of our province. 

It affords us tho greatest pleasure to 
welcome so distinguished a member of a 
government which has proved itself desir- 
ous of meoting, as far as was found possi- 
ble, the obligations of tho Dominion to 
this province, as is shown by the railway 
construction now in progress and the ar- 
rangement which has recently been made 
with a syndicato for tho completion of the 
work to join the eastern lines. We con- 
gratulate tho Dominion government, sir, 
on thoir action in regard to this import- 
ant undertaking. 

We are glad of the opportunity afforded 
by your visit, to express our adherence to 
the government of wliich you are a mem- 
ber, and our general approval of its acts 
in matters affecting our province. 

Wo trust that a nearer acquaintance 
with our province and its resources, which 
your visit will have enabled you to make, 
will satisfy you of the many sources of 
wealth in our mineral deposits, our tim- 
ber, our agricultural and grazing lands, 
and our river and sea fisheries, etc., and 
will convince you of the value of our 
ptovinco as an integral part of the Domin- 
ion. 

It may not be altogether out of place 
on this occasion if we bring to your 
notice that tho improvement of the chan- 
nel of the Thompson River, below Savona 
Ferry, by the removal of some obstruct- 
ing rocks, would render that portion of 
the river navigable as far as Spence's 
Bridge and greatly facilitate the trans- 
port of produce and other freight. 

It would have much gratified the resi- 
dents of the Kamloops, Shuswap and 
Okanagan districts if the time at your 
disposal had admitted of a visit to the 
Spallumcheen settlement, a valley which 
presents exceptional facilities for the con- I 
struction of a canal to join the Okanagan 
Lake with the Spallmnchcon or Shuswap I 
River, a navigable stream emptying into I 
the Shuswap Lake, from whence tlow the 
waters of the South Thompson River. 
Not only are the facilities for canal con- 
struction exceptional, but the distance is 
inconsiderable, (some 15 miles) and the 
work would bo the means of affording an 
outlet for tho province of the largo and 
fertile district of Okanagan, at present 
practically excluded from any market, 
ami the known capabilities of which are 
consequently but little developed. 

In conclusion we trust that your visit 
to British Columbia will not only conduce 
to tho welfare of the province, and to the 
cordiality of our rotations with the east- 
ern portion of the Dominion, but wo will 
venture to express a hope that it will be i 
also a source of gratification to you and 
Lady Tupper, and that on leaving our 
shores you will carry with you many j 
pleasant and agreeable reminiscences of 
your visit to the Pacific province,

Sir Charles replied, returning tl 
for the cordial reception extended t 
by the residents of Kamloops. 
stated that although he had always been 
an enthusiastic believer in the great and 
manifold resources of the province, he 
had not fully realized their extent until 
Ilia visit here. He believed that railway 
facilities will develop a country abound- 
ing in mineral and other wealth and pos- 
sessing most extensive farming anil graz- 
ing lands. 

Referring to the suggested improvement 
of the channel of the Thompson river Sir 
Charles said that his attention had already 
been called to this work by our member 
Mr. Barnard who was always anxious to 
promote the interests of the district lie 
represents, and had taken the opportun- 
ity afforded by his (Sir Charles') prosent 
visit to point out the part of tho river 
where the improvements were required, 
and had explained the nature of the 
obstacles to navigation, and the advantages 
to be derived by their removal. 

Lie firmly believed that the removal of 
those obstacles would prove a work of 
great practical utility, and he would cor- 
tainly USO his influence with tho minister 
of public works to obtain an improvement 
of the channel andso render navigable so 
important a link in the chain of our in- 
land water stretches. 

The canal construction referred to in 
the address was a work of greater magni- 
tude and involved a heavior outlay. He 
could not undertake that the Dominion 
government should at tho prosont time 
proceed with such a work, but ho was 
sensible of ita advantagouua character, 
and ho thought tho gavornmont might 
mako a survey of the ground and su ob- 
tain information as to tho coat as woll as 
other matters necessary to be known be- 
fore a work of that character could be 
undertaken. 

With regard to the fisctd policy of the 
Dominion there could bo no doubt 
that it boro somewhat heavily upon tho 
pooplo nf British Columbia at the present 
time, but l)e was assured that tho time is 
not far distant when, by the development 
of manufactures, and by tho moans of 
transporting our live stock and produce 
into tho great northwest, which tho con- 
struction of the railway across tho moun- 
tains would afford, that policy would be 
found of undoubt ed advantage in fostering 
our manufactures, otc, and affording pro- 
lpotjq)| from outside competition. 

Sir Charles concluded an effective 
speech by thanking the meeting for their 
mention of Lady Tupper in the address. 
He assured them that in every part of tho 
province they had visited tljey had met 
with the kindest and most hospitable re- 
ception, and that they had pvom/wlioro 
bpen rpeeiyod jn a manner tl)at neither 
hp nor Lady Tupper would ever forget. 
They would carry with them to their home 
most pleasant and lasting reminiscences 
of their visit to British Columbia. 



After partaking of an excellent lunch 
at the Cosmopolitan Hotel to wliich some 
of the residents were invited, the party 
reembarked on tho Peerless and after a 
visit to the Indian village opposite the 
town, and a short trip up the river, re- 
turned to Savona Ferry accompanied by 
a numerous party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen from Kamloops. At the 
ferry a very pleasant and enjoyable even- 
ing was spent at L'ren's popular hotel. 
Sir Charles and party started from the 
ferry to go down the road on the follow- 
ing morning.

O'Connor remarked l hat he went 
on board the barque and found tho pri- 
soner under the influence of liquor, and 
he was somewhat abusive. 

Capt. McDo dd stated that tho prison- 
er was on board and on shore to suit his 
own convenience and would not give the 
men their food. 

The evidence of two or three witnesses 
went to prove that the prisoner although 
a hardworking man at sea had neglected 
his duty while in port. 

His Honor, therefore, sentenced him to 
two weeks' imprisonment. 

Andrew Hayland, on remand from 
Thursday, was again placed in the duck 
on a charge of refusing to do duty oil 
board the barque Doxford. 

Dr. Davie, sworn- Saw the prisoner 
and another sailor on Thursday; the other 
man complained "fa pain in his right side 
ami said he was until for work; examined 
him carefully and came to the conclusion 
that there was nothing the matter with 
his side; the prisoner complained of just 
tho same thing in every particular; was of 
opinion that both men were shamming; 
prisoner has what is called a housemaid's 
knee, which, however, would not pain 
him unless kneeling. 

To the Captain Would not say that 
the prisoner or any man on board the ship 
was really in first-class health; the food 
had not been good; prisoner was in as 
good condition as many of the others; 
none of them were really well; if the pri- 
soner he properly fed with plenty of fresh 
meat and vegetables ho can go to work 
and will get well while working; he is not 
incapacitated from doing work by any 
thing which he complained of to witness 
on Thursday; his side had nothing the 
matter with it. 

Dr. Helincken. sworn — Was sent for I - 
see the prisoner; enquired what was the 
matter with him and was told that he was 
too weak to work; examined hiincarofnlly 
and found him physically weak and unlit 
to undergo the laborious work of unload- 
ing the snip; understood that there had 
been scurvy on board tho vessel. 

Capt. McDonald That has nothing to 
do » ith this case. 

Witness We shall sec whether it has 
or not directly. 

Evidence resinned After examining 
the man carefully witness gave a certifi- 
cate that he was unfit for work; his im- 
pression was that with rest and proper 
food ho would recover; if he (witness) had 
tho man he would not set him to work at 
all in his present condition. 

To the Captain — Prisoner's disability 
arose from the same cause as had produc- 
ed scurvy among the other sailors ; possi- 
bly he could do light work, but it must be 
very light; the captain ought to be more 
merciful and give him rest; the prisoner 
should have good, wholesome diet and 
proper treatment and then he would gra- 
dually gel strong again; fully believed the 
malt's statement of weakness to be per- 
fectly true. 

The Captain -You believe the man to 
be able to do light w ork I 

Witness— Possibly he is, but I would 
not ask him to do anything in his present 
condit ion. 

The Captain Witness says the prison- 
er can do light work; that is all I want. 

Witness The condition of this man and 
the fact of other men being down with 
scurvy arc quite sutlicient to show that 
they have Hot been properly treated on 
board the ship; there must have been 
something wrong or such a stale of things 
would not have existed. 

His Honor remarked that as he was do- 
ing duty both as a judge and jury he would 
have to consider carefully tho evidence I 
that had been given in the case. Dr. ' 
Helincken was strongly of the opinion > 
that the prisoner was physically weal; and 
unable to perforin laborious work. Dr. 
Davie .also stated that the man was nut in 
good condition for work although then- 
was nothing wrong with his side. There 
was little or no difference of opinion be- 
tween these medical men ; and as there 
was a doubt in his mind of the man's 
ability to work ho was entitled In the ben- 
efit of that doubt. The prisoner was a. 
cordingly discharged.

A DESPERATE Q-ANQ STOP A 
TRAIN NEAR GLENDALB, 
MISSOURI. 

And Rob Evory Passongor— Express 
Moaaongor Fatally Boaton.

Kansas City, Sepl. S. — At f! last 
night a train on the Chicago and Alton 
road was stopped within two miles of 
(Jlendale bv means of lanterns and sig- 
nals, nine armed and masked men hav- 
ing previously obstructed the track by 
stones and timber. Tho express mey- 
senger was fatally beaten and the safe 
robbed of from §5,000 to S.'!0,000. The 
passengers wore kept cowed by the in- 
cessant firing of pistols and robbed of 
money and valuables. The train ran 
into Kansas City and nearly the whole 
police force went back in pursuit. The 
notable Jesse James' men did the job. 

St. Lor is, Sept. S'. — Regarding the 
train robbery the following partieuiais 
are received: The train was the west 
bound express and hail 100 passengers, 
all of whom lost .something and many 
quite heavily. Frank Lombard, news 
agent, says: "1 was sitting in the 
smoking car talking with Conductor 
Jack lla/.el backer. We were up grade 
four miles from independence. All of 
a sudden the train came to a stop 
and we heard loud voices and pistol 
shots, and saw lanterns (lashing. We 
knew train robbers were on us. Ifnzel 
backer ran back into the train and 
warned the passengers. They were till 
looking out of the windows until the 
robbers ordered tliein to pull in their 
heads and keep quiet. The robbers had 
obstructions on the rail. I am sure 
there were a dozen of them, although 
some passengers place the number at 
sixteen. Everybody was panic-stricken 
and helpless. I ran out of the car and 
found the men beating the engineer 
and fireman. They were poorly masked 
but all were armed with Henry rifles. 
They were swearing loudly and shoot 
ing at random. Some shots passed in- 
to the mail car, but did not touch 
anything. Express messenger Fox had 
in the meantime barricaded the express 
car. They climbed up on the ear, run 
round and began to shoot. They then 
broke into the car and knocked Fox 
down by violent blows on the head. They 
robbed the safe of everything. I run 
back to the smoking car and hid most 
of my money. The robbers came into 
the car and bid me lie dow n. I did so. 
They pointed a revolver at me and or- 
dered mc to fork over. 1 said my 
money was under the cushion. They 
told me to get it and I got it in a hurry, 
you bet. They went back to the other 
cars and made a wholesale robbery of 
money, watches and jewelry. Some 
passengers secreted their money, but a 
majority lost all they had. Ladies 
wore compelled to sit down on the floor. 
Some had their ear rings taken from 
their ears and many lost their jewelry. 
One man lost §150, In the meantime 
a freight train was coining up behind 
us and Burton, it brakesman, ran down 
the track with u storm of bullets be- 
hind him, stopped the (rain and probit 
bly saved many lives. After the cms 
were gone through the robbers jumped 
oft' and struck for the woods.

Pacific Railway Bonds. 

The ( 'an ad a Pacific railway syndicate 
has determined to issue land bonds to 
the extent of §'20,000,000, half in 
Canada through the Bank of .Montreal, 
and half in the United States. The 
interest on these bonds is to be five per 
cent. The issue will constitute a first 
charge on the lands. Of course, as 
the company have not earned the right 
to receive all this money, or to pledge 
all the lands granted them, the proceeds 
of the bonds will be deposited with the 
Government at four per cent, interest. 
The Government retain one-fifth of all 
the proceeds as security for the due 
maintenance of the road. If the com- 
pany make no default in operating the 
railway, these bonds, one-fifth of the 
issue, are to be returned to the com- 
pany. If any default is made, the 
Government may demand interest on 
this one-fifth, and may refuse to pay 
interest on the stuns remaining on hand. 
The bonds, which are to be sold only 
at face value, will be received in pay- 
ment for lands of the company at 10 
per cent, premium. The progress of 
the issue will be looked upon witli a 
good deal of interest. Obviously, a 
; new element has been introduced into 
! the stock market, which will afford 
plentv of opportunity for customary 
, legitimate speculation. -AJail.
